Gentlemen:

It has oome to the attention of your Bpard of Adjustment that the Budget for the year
1932 oarries a reoommendation for compensation for the members of this Board.

The original Budget recueet carried double the amount as finally recommended. It \
has been the experience of the Board that the number of hearinps will be more frecuent |
than twice per month. The Board also feelm that the Chalirman is entitled to greater
compeneation than the other members of the Boerd for the reason that he muat devote two
or three times as much time to thie service as other members, lnusmuch as it devolves
upon him to prepare all the records of the hearings ¢f the Boanrd and to prepare all other
resolutione and other detalle incident to the workx of the Board, and to aseslet In the
preparation of amendrments to the ordinonce, which require consideratle moTe time than the
hearinge themselvesn.

In view of these facte, the Eoard respectfully sugizests that the sum of Nine Hun-
dred ($900.00) Dollare be aprronriated for the per diem compensation of the Roard, the !
Ohairman to receive Ten ($10.00) Pollars per session, and the other members Five {#5.00)
Dollars, the number of meetirgs for which compersation is provided to uLe limited to
Thirty ["O). Thie weuld reguire Thirty (£30.00) Dollars per hearing, or Nlne Hundred
(3900.00§ Dollars for the fiecal ycar.

The Board further suggests that the tter of Cne Hundred (#100.00) Dollars provided
fer erxpert consultation will in all probability not be uped by the Board and can be de-
vnted to the item for compensation, especially should any member of the Board attend the
next annual Nntional City Planning Conference, where any expert congultation could be
secured without further cost to the City.
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The Board addresses this communlontion to you with conseiderable difiTldence, appre-
oiating the delicaoy of ite position in meking requests in ita own intcreet, but it hopes
that the Qouncll also apnreciates the saorifioces that the members of the Board must meke
to gserve this lmportant branoh of the City Admlnistration. |
